I un- 
dcrsUitKl that the baby Is Inununc for as long as 
he Is nursed, and that Ihc vaccine Is ineffective 
whilcthobabyisslillbclngnurscd. , 

In my case, the doctor gives the vaccine 
routinely beginning at thn'c months. As I am 
nursing, I am quite concerned as to whether ihls 
or any yacclne should be given until the baby \s 
weaned.— C.N.
